refrigerator with a freezer com- 
partment". .'

industry 


is on its toes, will be a package 
of chicken, ready to cook. 


Wartime 
conditions have in- 


creased the demand for rcady-to- 
cook poultry and, at the same 
time, made it impossible to get 
the 
supplies, 
labor, 
equipment 


and freezers nccessai-y to pack 
and sell more of it this way. 
. By the time the war ends, the 
unsatisfied demand 
for 
frozen 


foods—including poultry — wii; 
give enormous impetus to an in- 
dustry whose 
development was 


temporarily retarded. 


We should more than make up 


for lost time. 


rrejudice Is Vanishing 


I thing most of the prejudice 


that existed against frozen poul- 
try a few years ago has vanished. 


We will have little of that to 


combat. 
I feel sure people .will 


buy ready-to-cook chickens, froz- 
en fresh, as fast as we can pack 
them. 
And when they can get 


chicken that's no more trouble 
than chops or a roast they'll use 
it more often than they did before 
the war.

Poultry Can Be Merchandised 
As far as selling poultry is

then it can be merchandised the 
way other packaged foods have 
been. 


We must admit that the heads 


and feet of chickens'add nothing 
to their sales . appeal. They arc 
much 
more 
attractive 
to 
the 


housewife who is wondering what 
to have for dinner when she sees 
them 
neatly 
packaged — all 


cleaned, cut up. and ready to 
put in the pan. 


Furthermore, when the head, 


feet and entrails, which account 
for a fourth to a third of the to- 
tal weight of the birds, don't have 
to be shipped to market and can 
be converted into by-products in- 
stead of being a total loss, then 
this industry will be on a much 
sounder economic basis. 


The waste is one of the things 


that has ,kcpt poultry in the 
luxury 
class, 
compared 
with 


other meats. 


If we can eliminate this -waste 


and, 
at the same time, offer the 


consumer a food that is more at- 
tractive and more convenient, we 
will go a long way toward insur- 
ing our post-war market—which 
seems to be the industry's great- 
est concern at the moment.

Make Full Use of 


Manure Loaders 


Making full use of mechanical 


loaders that may be available in 
th<S community is one way 
for 


farmers to make an easier job of 
hauling and 
spreading 
manure, 


suggests J. E. Wills, assistant pro- 
fessor of agricultural economics. 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture.^ 


Handling manure is a big job on 


l i v e s t o c k farms, particularly 
where cattle are fed in lots and 
sheds. 
On such farms, the me- 


chanical manure loader is a real 
labor saver. 
Although there arc 


few new loaders available.* a farm- 
er who does not own one may be 
able to use a loader owned by an- 
other farmer in the community. 


"The mechanical manure loader 


is well suited to exchange or cus- 
tom work. 
In fact, since it will 


easily load for four spreaders, it 
is necessary for a group of farm- 
ers to work together to use a 
loader to its full capacity. A great 
deal of manure will be spread dur- 
ing the slack season for field work 
in the late summer and early fall. 
If there is n mechanical loader in 
the community, a small group of 
neighboring farmers can make the 
job easier by working together to 
use this machine to full advan- 
.tage. We have seen such an ar- 
rangement working very well in 
Henry county. Illinois," \Vills said. |

lected cases also may be of aid.

Weather Brings 
Labor Abundance 


for Detasseling 


"Weather conditions can make 


a shortage or surplus of labor. 
This may sound queer but 
it's 


true." according to P. E. Johnston, 
state supervisor, emergency farm 
labor program, extension sen-ice. 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 


"Hybrid seed corn 
producers 


and farm labor officials of the ex- 
tension service anticipated u se- 
rious problem in recruiting work- 
ers to detassel the huge acreage 
of hybrid seed corn 'in Illinois." 
Johnston 
said. 
Jamaicans and 


prisoners of war were assigned to 
trouble spots to supplement local 
workers recruited by the cxtcn- 
'Sion service. 
However, weather 


brought on a surplus of workers 
in many areas of the state, ac- 
cording to Johnston. 


Relatively cool and dry weath- 


er caused the corn to develop uni- 
formly with few late spots in Uie 
fields. Silks came out much slow- 
er in respect to tassels, making it 
possible to pull a high percentage 
of 
the 
tassels the first 
time 


through the fields, and both silk's 
and tassels emerged over n much 
longer period than normal, elimi- 
nating definite peak periods when 
large numbers of workers are re- 
quired. . Xo delays were encoun- 
tered following- heavy rains 
or 


even heavy dews. 


The cool weather made it possi- 


ble for workers to pull tassels at a 
rapid clip and i educed the turn- 
over of workers. 
Weather again 


helped farmers to finish small grain 
and 
hay harvest 
earlier 
than 


usual., and many turned up to help 
at Uie last minute. 


"Weather makes any accurate 


forecasting 
of labor needs im- 


possible." Johnston said. "We are 
glad, however, that 
Illinois lias 


been able to detassel more than 
87.000 acres of hybrid seed corn 
without loss and .that there has 
been plenty of worker's for this 
job. 
If the rains of the past few 


clays had come two weeks earlier, 
the labor situation would 
have 


been exactly reversed.

lingness of people in' Illinois to 
register for dctasseling and the 
effort to which seed producers 
went U> give as many as possible 
employment is a demonstration of
